NARBERTH 'S HAPPAY FORM OF CHRISTMAS GREETING- HAS 

BECOME A CUSTOM 



We hung up garlands everywhere, 
And bid the tapers twinkle fair.

Five years ago — Christinas 1!)15 — 
about three score Narberthites inaugur- 
ated the candle greeting as an expres- 
sion of noighborliness to the passerby. 
These loyal home folks responded to a 
suggestion made in Our Town, and the 
first silent salutation took the form of 
a single candle placed in each window, 
visible to the street or streets near the 
imlivifluiil's home. 

In 1!U(>, by actual count, there was a 
minimum of 115 homes which adopted 
the happy custom. And from the simple 
single candle form the salutation grew 
into geometric arrangements of candles 
displayed in every window of the house. 
One of tlie simpler of these arrange- 
ments was obtained by the use of two 
short candles and one tall candle, the 
tall candle being placed in the center 
and the two short candles on either 
side of the tall one. 

]n the years 1!H7. 1!»1S and Ullil, this 
custom grew in amazing proportions 
and became a uniipio. lonked-for-hup- 
pening to our local residents. 

(scarcely a block was without tit least 
one candle greeting last year; most 
blocks had several and some blocks had 
no houses that were without some form 
of the silent salute — the sign of "Peace 



on earth, good-will toward men" and 
of that true spirit of brotherhood which 
means real democracy of having unsoi- 
lish thought for others. 

The candle greeting is a very old cus- 
tom in Kngland, but is used in few 
places in the Tailed States, Baltimore 
being one of the few large cities to 
consistently repeat the practice year 
after year. 

Narberth has adopted the greeting as 
its own and each year has found It 
more widely practiced. So let us beat 
last year's record — let us add every 
newcomer to the list and half as many 
more. Better still, let's see to it that 
every occupied house shows at least one 
candle on the eve of December 24, and 
let 's keep them burning from S:.'!0 to 
midnight. 

Last year many persons toured the 
town to view the illuminations while 
on their way to the several "watch" 
meetings. Do not disappoint these per- 
sons this vear. (let vour candles! BE 
Pb'KPAIiKD! 

And just to increase cheer within 
doors for the home folks and for the 
out-of-town folk who may be guests, let 
every owner of a fireplace make use of 
it this holiday season of 1!)20. Get 
some wood of some kind — and burn it. 

And to further increase the atmos- 
phere of an old-fashioned Christmas, let 
us hear the voices of the carolers early 
in the morning of Christ mas Day.

A meeting of the Playground Direc- 
tors will be held soon after the first of 
the year, when the various investiga- 
tions now being made are expected to 
be completed. 



The Borough tax milage for next year 
will remain at lift eon mills on the 
dollar of assessed valuation. This was 
decided at the December meeting of 
Council when the ordinance fixing the 
milage for l'.lL'l was introduced and 
passed first and second reading. 

Although the expenses of running the 
Borough have, kept pace with the mount- 
ing cost of living in other particulars, 
nevertheless, Council, by the exercise of 
rigorous economy, has been able to keep 
down the expense to a point which 
makes it unnecessary to increase the 
milage. 

At the meeting last Monday night, 
Councilman Kodil'cr. from the Commit- 
tee 011 Finance, introduced the bill fix- 
ing the tax milage, and also the "Bud- 
get" Bill for liljl. Both bills were 
reported to the Committee 011 Ordinance 
and Law, and later by that Committee 
reported out as committed. They then 
passed firs; reading and ua second 
reading the "Budget" Bill was con- 
sidered item by ilcui. 

In recognition of their ellicient ser- 
vices to the Borough, the salaries of the 
Secretary of Council and Borough 
Treasurer were each slightly increased. 
Both of these bills will come up for 
final passage at the January meeting of 
Council, Monday, January 10, after 
which time it will be possible for "Our 
Town" to print for the information of 
the citizens the complete text of the 
"Budget" Bill. 

A petition was received by Council 



from the residents of Sabine Avenue be- 
tween Essex and Narberth Avenues, 
asking that the Borough fill in this un- 
dedicated street bed with ashes. This 
petition was granted and the work will 
be done under the supervision of Street 
Commissioner Supploe. 

Arrangements have been made for the 
purchase of a new dump wagon by the 
Borough, the old one, having been in 
use for eight years, being worn out. 

The attention of Council was directed 
to the many complaints received from 
citizens of obstructions being permitted 
> In remain after dark on sidewalks. 
Children's express wagons, velocipedes 
and oilier things of this kind are loft 
out, with the result that there have 
been several narrow escapes from bad 
I accidents. While Council took no action 
J on this subject, it was decided to 10- 
■ ipiesl citizens to exercise care over 
J their children's playthings so that these 
; obstructions no longer would bo per- 
mitted on our sidewalks. 

The Committee on Police and Health 
j has prepared advert iseinents calling for 
j bids for the collection of garbage of 
! 1 !>li 1 . These bids will be received by 
j the Secretary of Council up to eight o'- 
! clock, p. 111., Monday. December 27, at 
: which time a special meeting of Borough 
Council will convene. The bids will be 
opened and the contract awarded to the 
lowest responsible bidder. The con- 
tract next year will provide for the col- 
lection of garbage from stores as well 
as dwelling houses.

'FATHER PENN AND JOHN BAR-

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tie of the most interesting and alto- 
ier worthwhile new books this sea- 
is entitled "Father I'enn and John 
eycorn," of which brief mention 
made in these columns a week or so 

is interesting for several reasons, 
the least of which is that the 
i or is a well-known resident of Nar- 
h. liev. Harry M. Chalfant, of 
st nut avenue; and it is exceedingly 
thwhile for several reasons, one of I 



the foremost of which is that it sheds 
ti great deal of light on what is prob- 
ably the most talked about phenomenon 
of the twentieth century — the Nine- 
teenth, or Prohibition, Amendment. 

Here then, is a book that anti-Prohi- 
bitionists as well as Prohibitionists can 
:ead with equal interest mid enlighten- 
ment. 

Many folks still find it difficult to 
realize that the people of the United 
States have actually adopted National 
Prohibition. Of course — as Mr. Blythe 
pointed out the other day in the well- 
known "Satevepost '' — the air is full of 
talk about boot legging, home brew and 
how and where a thirsty soul can get a 
case or a quart of whiskey for .+-4 (> or 
•+-)-!<), or whatever the amount is, and 
there are a good many people who mis- 
.ake all this talk for a nation-wide 
wave of indignation against Prohibi- 
. Ion. 

Bui the fact remains, however, after 
all is said and done, that the advocates 
of Prohibition have accomplished one 
i f the most tedious and difficult achieve- 
ments possibk — the adopting of an 
amendment to the Constitution of the 
I'nited States. National Prohibition is 
a law, and back of the passage of that 
hue is the story of a struggle and fight 
that has been going; on for generations, 
n ml the development of a public opinion 
much more powerful and ell'etcive than 
most people realize. 

So if yon are still puzzled, perplexed 
and dumbfounded that tbe Prohibition 
Amendment was passed, read Mr. Chal- 
fant 's book. You'll find therein the an- 
swers to practically all your questions. 
And, incidentally, you'll read a narra- 
tive that is full of human interest, ro- 
mance, courage, devotion, sacrifice and 
genuine heroism. In many parts it is 
strongly suggestive of Benjamin Frank- 
lin 's Autobiography. 

Bi icily "Father Penn and John Bar- 
leycorn" is exactly what is implied by 
the title — the historical narrative of 
the custom of drinking, the liquor bus- 
iness and the liquor traffic here in out 
own State of Pennsylvania from the 
days of William Penn and the Indians 
up to the final passage of the Nine- 
teenth Amendment and its adoption by 
the States. Mr. Chalfant litis traced 
wiih exceeding care and accuracy the 
complete career of John Barleycorn 
from the early days when he was used 
to rob and defraud the Indians up to 
his more modern "achievements" in 
corrupting political life and public of- 
fices. He does not "preach" and de- 
nounce: rather he relates historically 
established facts. 

Anyone who still can't see the dif- 
ference between the "personal rights 
and liberties" of a citizen treating 
guests in his home to a bottle of wine 
after dinner, and the liquor traffic and 
business its it existed here in the I'nited 
States before the passage of the Prohi- 
bition Amendment, would do well to 
read "Father Penn and John Barley- 
corn." There isn't a dull line in the 
book and it is chuck full of illuminat- 
ing information on n very timely and 
much discussed question. 

"Father Penn and John Barleycorn" 
is published by the Evangelical Press, 
Ilarrisburg, but may be purchased in 
iiiiv of the Philadelphia book stores.

Why do some of the residents of 
Xarberth insist on trying to get aboard 
a train after it has started? 

Or, why do they jump oil' before the 
train has stopped? 

The swift electric (rains, to which we 
are accustomed, are terribly dangerous 
things to trifle with. 

Last Monday morning, had it not 
been for the prompt act of one of our 
town's highly respected citizens, and 
the immediate application of the emer- 
gency brake by a member of the train 
crew, one of the young women of this 
borough would undoubtedly have been 
severely injured, if not killed, through 
her foollianliness in making an attempt 
to board the S:20 electric train to Phila- 
delphia after it had started away from 
the station. 

it was confidently felt that this prac- 
tice had been completely broken up 
some months ago, when the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad stationed a special olli- 
ce]- at each stairway with instructions 
to use force, if necessary, in actually 
preventing any one from getting on a 
train after it was under way. 

Common sense, i l self, ought to cause 
people of even ordinary intelligence to 
think before taking a risk, as this 
young woman did. The Railroad 
authorities have done everything they 
could to protect the lives of their pat- 
rons, but when those who for one rea- 
son or another are late in arriving at 
the station, disregard all thought of 
danger, it is hard to feel that the Rail- 
road or its employes should be censored 
in case of an accident. 

Xarberth has an excellent commuting 
train service, especially during the 
"rush" hour, so that even passing one 
train entirely, does not mean more than 
a half hour longer in getting to work. 
The loss of that brief time is nothing 
compared to the risk of life or limb. 
Hut the proper thing is to start a few 
minutes earlier ami make the train 
comfortably and safely without the 
necessity for haste.
